GOVERNMENT TELEGRAPH RATES. 


A French Wrestling Match 


Declared a Draw. 


The Methodists of a Town in 


Kansas Attacked by 
Catholics. 


General Miles’ Report. 

By Associated Press. | 

San Francisco, Oct. 30.—The an- 
nual report of Brigadier-General Nel- 
son A. Miles, commanding the Division 
of the Pacific, was made public to-day. 
He states there are 6,000 troops in this 
division, and that the administration 
of military affairs has been satisfac- 
tory. He declares that suitable and 


immediate appropriations should be | 
made for the construction of buildings | 
where it is advisable to locate troope | 
in large garrisons, and states ‘that | 
points should be occupied near large | 
bodies of Indians and on the Mexican 
and Canadian frontiers, and along the 
Pacific coast. 

The General calls attention to the 
disproportionate appropriation for the 
one-fourth of the army serving in the 
Division of the Pacific during the past 
fifteen years, and he gives figures 
showing that the Divisions of the 
Atlantic and Missouri bave in that | 
time, for improvements, fortifications, 
etc., received $21,000,000, while the 
Division of the Pacific has received but 
$805,000. He recommends that $500,- 
000 be appropriated for this division 
for the construction of quarters and 
barracks. 

The report deals at some length with 
the subject of desertions and makes a 
number of recommendations, among 
them being that enlisted men who 
have served five years and passed the 
necessary examination be commis- 
sioned Second Lieutenants and receive 
honosable discharges if no vacancies 
are open for them. 

The report closes with a long state- 
ment on the subject of cvast defenses. 
The General says: ‘‘ The condition of 
this coast is one to test the avarice and 
cupidity of any fourth-rate naval power 
on the globe, and that it could be occu- | 
pied by any first-class naval power isa 
fact apparent to any thoughtful, well- 
informed citizen.”” It is estimated | 
that it would cost "$30,068,000 to put 
the coast in a proper condition of de- 
fense. 

General Miles makes the following 
recommendations: That $250,000 be 
appropriated to secure the titles to, 
stravegic points necessary to be occu- 
pied fcr coast-defense ; that $1,000,000 | 


be appropriated for the construction of | 


that $25,000,000 be appropriated for 
the construction of the most improved 
and effective guns and war material. 
The report of Major John I. Rod- 
gers.on the subject of coast defense is 
submitted with General Miles’ report, 
and contains the following estimates 
of the cost of land defenses on the 
Pacific Coast; San Francisco, $15,- 
000,000; Columbia river, $1,550,000; 
San Diego, $512,000; Puget Sound, 
$11,626,000 ; Sitka, $742,000.

WONDERS OF THE SEA. 


- Facts About Sea-Urchins, Star-Fish and 


Other Queer Creatures. 

It {s not surprising that the man of 
science, living ta a world of wonders, gaz- 
ing always eagerly through the microscope 
or telescope, should differ from the common 
folk whose eyes look out languidly upon life 
through a natural or corrective lens. The 
naturalist particularly, amid the marvels of 


| field, forest, swamp and shore, finding 
5 


stimulus every day to his worship of the 
great mystery, reverts to the feelings of 
chiidhood. His supreme sense of the sub- 
lime felt in the contemplation of the mere 
classified thousands accessible to him 
among the infinite millions of living things 
—this sense is never jaded. Man may bea 
proper, but he is not the only study of man- 

kind ; and it is well for us now and then to 
be as little children and listen open-eyed to 
the schooimaster telling the things we once 
knew but have forgotten. 

There is the sea-urchin to begin with, 
says the Chicago Times. it looks like a 
chestnut-burr and is commonly called the 
sea-chestnut, but itis a fish and has 4,000 
teet known as the “ambulacra!’’ feet. Their 
arrangement permits the urchin to progress 
in any direction. Atthe base of each con- 


rtractile tube there is a sac, acting as a 


reservoir of watér. If the urchin wishes to 
march this sac contracts, the ambulacral 
foot is distended with water, something 
like the finger of a glove if you blow into it, 
the sucker at the end is fixed on the ground, 
the other ambulacral feet repeat the opera- 
tion, and the urchin is out fora walk. This 
creaturé, 60 fragile in appearance, is never- 
theless able, on rocky coasts where the surf 
is violent, to pierce the bardest stones and 
to excavate a lodging for itself, even in 
granite. 

The star-fish we know 80 well is a kin- 
dred creature equally amazing, The white 
part in the center of it isthe stomach. At 
first sight it has the appeurance ofa trans- 
parent mass divided into five equal parts, 
and yet it grinds with the power of a giz- 
zard, M. Beaugrand tells of the devasta- 
tion committed by star-fishes on a bed of 
mbssels. They had settied on them by 
millions. All the rocks were covered with 
them, and from a little way off appeared 
quite red. When a star-fish wanted its 
breakfast it came dragging along by the 
aid ofits ambulacrail feet and rested its 
stomach on the hinge-joint of the shells of a 
mussel. Inafew minutes, by the action of 
the gastric juices, the muscles of the hinge 
were dissolved, the stomach penetrated be- 
tween the shells of the mussel and carried on 
there a suction so powerful that in a brief 
time nothing remained of the mussel. The 
faot itself, although so difficult to detach, 
shared the fate as the other parts. 
‘Lhe stomach of the ogre then returned to 
ité normal situation, and the star-fish made 
a fresh move to satisfy its appetite. So 


sume 


| thoroughly was this done that in the course 


of a few days all‘the mussels in the locality 
were exterminated. 

The most depraved of the “‘corsairs of the 
séa”’ is the bermit crab, whose very her- 
mitage—the shell it bears upon its back— 
isstolen. It is ashameless parasite, the per- 
sonification of laziness. When still young 
it makes its debut by an assassination. 
Seeking a shell of fitting size it installs it- 
self therein, after having devoured the 
rightful owner. Then it sets out to make 
its fortune, pillaging ruthlessly on all sides. 
When its shell or hermitage becomes too 
small it promptly steals another. “I am 
acquainted,” says M. Beaugrand, “with a 
collection in which there is a hermit that 
was found in the tropics and had taken up 
his abode in a great helmet shell, such as 
you may see in the window of @ natural his- 
tory dealer. The claws of this hermit meas- 
ured more than eight inches,” M. Beau- 
grand calis the hermit crab a “hypocritical 
old fellow.” 

A word about the cuttle-fish or sepia. 
Figure to yourself a bag about three inches 
| long, surrounded by a broad border. From 
this gray and gelatinous body a short tube 
, comes out and above this is a shapeless 
’ head, with two square eyes gleaming like 
molten gold. Like the octopus the sepia is 
agreat destroyer of crabs and small fish, 
seizing them with its eight suckers as 
they pass. It can change its color 
like the chanteleon and by a very simple 
method. In the intestines of the skin 
there are globules of various colors, and 
| im accordance with the impressions made 

on the animal these are expanded or con- 
tracted, thus producing the strangest ef- 
It appears also to have the gift of 
tears. Atany rate itis well supplied with 
lachrymal glands, By contracting its tube 
and ejecting the water contained the cuttle- 
fish can rebound with great velocity. Then 
there is the thick, black inkit ejects in self- 
protection. The ancients scarcely knew of 
any otherink. Cuvier, M. Beaugrand says, 
was the last to put the sepia ink to an im. 
portant use. Asa fit whim for a scientific 
man he made use of it towrite his memoir 
on Cephalopoda and make the drawings. 

Another wily and knowing fish is the 
fishing frog. It is very repulsive in ap 
pearance, with a broad body and an enor- 
mous mouth, surmounted by two long fila- 
ments terminating above in bright, shining 
surfaces. The fishing frog, buried in the 
mud, vibrates these filaments above its head 
until some fish thoughtlessly comes loiter- 
ing around the novel bait. Then the capa- 
cious Maw opens, entombs the victim, and 
the game begins again. Market-women 
sometimes speculate on the voracity of the 
fishing frogs, and purchase them ata low 
price on the strength of what they contain. 
The fish swallows its prey gluttonously 
without mastication, and the women often 
find in ites stomach smaller fish, little dam- 
aged, which they sell to unobservant cus- 
tomers. _

The Last of the Military Chiefs of Sweden 

Recognized by the Outer World—A ! 

Man Who Would Rather Fight | 
Than Live in Ease. | 

One would hardly think, to observe the 
order and good nature in Stockholm, that 
Sweden had once been a land of military 
giory, where the conclusions of peace had 
to be followed by the abdication of the Queen 
who dared to call a truce. Yet so itis. 
Statues of nearly all the Swedish Kings 
stand in the streets of Stockholm from 
Gustavus Vasa to yesterday's descendant 
of Bernadotte, | 

lhave been looking at some of these, 
writes “Gath” in the Cincinnati Enquirer, 
and the lastof the military chiefs of Sweden 
whom the outer world recognizes was 
Charles XII. Charles XIL has been known | 
chiefly to the world through Voltaire’s life | 
ofhimand Dr. Johnson's poem about him. | 
He flourished in that middle period of his- | 
tory which almost obscures its heroes; he 
died in 1718, less than two hundred years 
ago, at the age of thirty-six. 

His father was a peaceful man, who left 
him rich and had him well educated. The 
military nature of the Vasa family, how- 
ever, broke out in him, and, being put upon 
the throne at the early age of fifteen, he be- 
gan to hunt the larger wild beasts in the 
woods. 

His sister’s realm having been invaded 
by the Russians, Danes, Saxons and Poles, 
who had been brought together by a Swed- 
ish renegade, Charles went to war at the 
early age of eighteen; in the attack upon 
Copenhagen, which commenced the contest, 
he jumped into the water and waded ashore 
abead of any body. 

This taste of war now became his appe- 
tite. He began to live upon frugal soldier’s 
fare and sleep upon the ground. 

He was the first important soldier who 
cut his Lair close and wore a little hat; his 
boots were his most striking feature, being 
He cared little about odds in 


| battle, and began to beat the Russians in 
1700, and beat the Poles and Saxons also;

andthough théy sent him fine women to 
jead him off from war, he would have noth- 
ing to do withthem. He broke his leg at 
Cracow, but continued to fight. 

It is supposed that he gave too much time 
to Poland and Saxony, and thus allowed 
Russia to come forward with her vast re- 
serve strength, and learn the art of war, 
her soidiers being licked with a knout to

He give the German Protestants their 
many churches back again, which had been 
taken away from them by the Austrians, 
and became a fnend of the Duke of Mar!i- 
borough; and as the precursor of Napoleon 
by one hundred years, Charles invaded 
Russia in 1707 with 43,000 men, 

Napoleon, who came after him, had 500,000 
men. 

Their fates were the same. 

The swamps and barrenness of the coun- 
try, in spite of his victories, used Charles 
up. Failing to reach Moscow, the Russians 
forced him to fight and at last beat him. 

He retreated into Turkey and attempted 


, to make that country fight with Russia. 


Peter the Great at that juncture married 
his mistress, a strong character, and she 


| with her jewels bribed the Turkish General 


ranch wagon; also small tools of every de- | 


to let her husband and his army escape from 
the Crimea. That sacrifice of a woman's 
jewels was as efficacious as the sacrifice of 
the jewels of Isabella of Spain. It caused 
the rise of Russia. 

Charles galloped into the Russian camp 
and found the Czar escaped. He implored 
the Turks to go to war and put him in com- 
mand, or Russia would overwhelm them 
all. ™ 

The Russians now began to occupy the 
countries the Swedes had controlof along 
the Baltic, while Charles still remained in 
Turkey. The Turks were bribed to seize 


| the person of Charles, and be fought like a

tiger in 1713, and was captured with his 


_ eye-lashes burned off and blood everywhere 


upon him. 

Passing through Hungary and Western 
Germany he came to his own dominions in 
1714 at Stralsund, which was immediately 
invested by the Russians, Prussians, Danes 
avd Saxons, and he stood the siege for a 
year. Finally the English joined the league 
against him under George I. 

Charles had a Minister from Germany by 
the nameof Baron Gortz, a sort of Bismarck 
in his time, who had designed to invade En- 
giand and detach Russia. The Swedes did 
not like the prospect of the coalition that 
was coming, and Charles XII. was assassi- 
nated, itis believed, by his own people. 

They found m his pocket when he was 
dead a miniature of Gustavus Adolphus, his 
ancestor, and a prayer-book. They buried 


him in achurch where Gustavus Adolphus 
'lies,and put upon the walls the trophies 


of his many battles. 


Baron Gortz was beheaded for having 
sustained Charlies XII., and Sweden be- 
gan to sink out of the rank of first-class 
kingdoms. Oharles was a handsome man, 
with no vices, except obstinacy and auster ° 
ity.

INDIAN MEDICINE MEN. 


Their Importance and Influence | 
| ral Debility, Catarrh, Rheumatism, K id- | 


Among the Dakotahsa 


An Explanation of Their Wonderful 
Cures—Bringing the “‘ Dead to Life” — 
Ceremonies Attending the Initia- 
tion of a Neophyte. 


Mr. Paul Beckwith has published an in- 
teresting paper on the Dakotahs in the re- 
ports of the Smithsonian Institution; and 


among other things he remarks that the 


medicine-man, or high priest, is invariably 
a chief; and although he maintains his 
sway by the use of mysteries and incanta- 
tions, nevertheless at times shows @ power 
which is not understood by those outside 
the cult or brotherhood, and through a 
knowledge of the medicinal properties of 
herbs often performs cures that lead one to 
believe he is not altogether the charlatan he 
is represented. His cures are often the 
wonder of the United States army sur- 
geons. 

An incident in point is cited in the case of 
an Indian who one day came staggering 
into camp with his leg horribly swollen 
from the bite of a venomous snake. The 
camp surgeon could do nothing for the suf- 
ferer; but he was completely cured by the 
medicine-man. Another case is quoted 
in which a cataract of the eye was 
cured by inserting brass filings into 
the affected organ. To impress upon 
the mind of the patient the divine nature of 
his medicine, the medicine-man adds to the 
efficacy of his remedy mysterious panto- 
mimes, contortions of the body and features, 
always to a drum accompaniment. If the 
patient is affected with a serious ailment, 
he places a paper or bark figure on the 
vround, and, while the patient is held over 
it, he fires a gun, by which act the sickness 
passes into the image in the ground and is 
killed by the discharge of the gun. They 
claim that all this power is received from 
the Great Spirit, whoconfers upon thema 
spiritual medicine so powerful that they can 
kill at will, resuscitate the dead and cure 
the sick. This spiritual medicine is repre 
sented by any thing that strikes the fancy— 
as a bunch of feathers, a claw, a bird, or the 
bead of an animal. 

When a council is held,a barricade is 
erected in the form of an ellipse, and a tent 
is raised at each end of the inclosure, one 
for the high priests of medicine-men and 
the other for ten men who have been se- 
lected to keep order and conduct the cere- 
mony. The high priest, from his seat in 
the medicine-tent, appoints four assistants, 
one bearing a drum, one a pillow and stick, 
one a rattie, while the last assists by grunt- 
ing. A big drum in the center of the circle 
is being constantly beaten by several drum- 
mers. The high priest then eg@@ks to them 
of the holy dance which was founded centu- 
ries ago and tells them of the power of 
the medicine of their ancestors, and warn- 
ing skeptics not to scoff at them or their 
craft, as they have the power of thrusting a 
claw or stone through the body of anyone at 
will, causing instant death. In proof of 
this assertion, he calls one of his assist- 
ants to him, and points toward him with the 
medicine-bag, at the same time puffing at 
him with his lips, whereupon the assistant 
fallsto the ground apparently senseless. 
Then the priest salaams to the four points of 
the compass, and invokes the Great Spirit 
to aid him and-the other members present 
in bringing the dead brother to life. The 
drums are then beaten and a frantic dance 
is begun, when the lifeless form gradually 
returns to consciousness, and spits into his 
hand a mass of froth and biood, in which is 
found a claw or a stone The high priest 
now dances around the circle, and, waving 
his medicine-bag, blows upon some one else, 
who in the same manner falls to the ground 
senseless. The chief continues and the 
“dead man,” reviving, assists in shooting 
others, until the inclosure is full of bOwling 
savages dancing, yelling and shooting each 
other. 

When a new member is initiated, he is 
tuken into the council-tent for instructions, 
which are secret. He is then stripped of 
his clothing, excepting an apron about his 
loins and mocassins on his feet. He is then 
painted entirely black, except a small red 
spot between his s‘ioulders. The candidate 
is exhorted tobe good, and is told 
that his medicine will be correspond- 
ingly powerful, and that he must give 
a feast once a year. If he does 
not, he will meet with misfortunes, sick- 
ness or death. The candidate now receives 


| the holy claw or stone. The medicine-man, 


approaching him from the east, describes 
the course of the sun with the medicine 
bag, and bowing to the four points of the 
compass, mutters an incantation, and 
thrusting the bag toward him, says: ‘‘There 
goes the spirit.’"’ The candidate then falls 
prostrate, and blankets, skins, ornaments, 
ctc., are thrown as offerings over the can- 
didate. At command of the high priest the 
novice recovers, and is presented with the 
medicine-bag, becoming a recognized mem- 
beroftheorder. After these ceremonies 
the feast begins, and the food which has 
been cooking before the tent of the assist- 
ants is distributed among the people. The 
dunce lasts from daybreak to daybreak of 
the day following; and as these dances are 
frequently givenin winter with the ther- 
mometer often far below zero, it may easily 
be imagined how the candidates must suffer, 
clad as they are in a coat of paint. Itis 
generally understood that the members of 
the order have secret signs and passes, but 
the penalty of exposure is so sure and swift 
that none of the secrets are ever divulged. 
There are well-known instances in which 
indiscreet members have mysteriously but 
permanently disappeared, at the instance, 
it is supposed, of the medieine-men.
